Progresses 


UNIATA’S ALUMNI, faculty, 
J trustees and administration are 
combining their knowledge and 
best judgment for her program of 
service when peace comes. The 
scope of our interest was broad- 
ened recently with the appearance 
of Dr. George F. Zook, President 
of the American Council on Edu- 
cation, as the leading speaker at 
this year’s Homecoming, and the 
anouncement that President Cal- 
vert N. Ellis has been appointed 
to the House of Representatives 
advisory council on education. 


The emphasis of this year’s 
Homecoming was on education 
with a panel discussion, “From 
War to Peace,” taking the place 
of honor on the program. With Dr. 
Zook as the main speaker, the 
forum also included President 
Ralph D. Hetzel of Penn State, 
and Professor M. Allen Brum- 
baugh of the University of Buf- 
falo, president of the Juniata 
Alumni Association. 


Following a general summary 
of the economic backgrounds of 
the post-war period by Dr. Brum- 
baugh, Dr. Zook’s speech empha- 
sized the importance of education 
in the creation of international 
democracy. He made a strong plea 
for the equalization of educational 
opportunity in all parts of the 
country through the use of federal 
funds.. However, he indicated the 
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THE 


necessity of avoiding the danger 
of federal control in addition to 


federal financing. In regard to a 


compulsory military training law, 
Dr. Zook insisted upon the im- 
portance of postponing a decision 
until the nature of post-war world 
order is decided.

The creation of the congression- 
al committee on education, which 
is composed of nationally promi- 
nent educators, is a rather unusual 
move on the part of Congress since 
it is, in a sense, unprecedented. Its 
purpose is to discover how severe- 
ly colleges have suffered during the 
past three years and what legisla-

tion is desired by the institutions 
to alleviate existing conditions. 
The committee expects to confer 
with labor and business leaders in 
order to approach the problem in 
a manner less exclusively academ- 
ic. In a recent article, Dr. Benja- 
min Fine, Educator Editor of the 
New York Times, stated, “Not only 
may possible solutions to assist 
needy institutions be evolved, but 
the study may have a long-range 
influence on the whole question of 
government relationship to educa- 
tion.” Information is now being 
sought by the committee from the 
1800 colleges and universities 
throughout the country. 


The director of the study is Dr. 
Francis J. Brown, consultant to the 
American Council on Education. 
The committee’s personnel in- 
cludes President Cloyd H. Marvin, 
George Washington University, 
chairman; President Charles An- 
derson, Coe College; William Cou- 
per, Treasurer, Virginia Military 
Institute; President Herman L. 
Donovan, University of Kentucky; 
President Walter C. Eells, Asso- 
ciation of American Junior Col- 
leges; President Calvert N. Ellis, 
Juniata College; Dean Herbert 
Herring, Duke University; Presi- 
dent William Murphy, Boston Col- 
lege; President Homer P. Rainey, 
University of Texas; Robert Stew- 
art, Treasurer, Purdue University; 
President Herbert Smith, William- 
ette College; President Roscoe L. 
West, Trenton State Teachers’ Col- 
lege; Dean Herluf Olsen, Tuck 
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School of Business Administra- 
tion, Dartmouth, assistant director. 
All of the committees of Junia- 
ta’s Planning Commission have 
held their preliminary meetings 
and are now preparing their rec- 
ommendation reports which will 
be presented to the Board of Trus- 
tees for their consideration. Their 
decisions will be announced at 
commencement time. 


College Opening 


UNIATA OPENED for its Fall 
term on Monday, September 11, 
with an enrollment of one hundred 
and seven new students, ninety- 
seven of whom were freshmen. In 


the geographical distribution of. 


the freshman class, Pennsylvania 
has the largest representation with 
eighty-one students, while New 
Jersey has ten, Delaware three, 
Iowa one, Maryland one, and Hon- 
duras one. 

The distribution of the students 
in regard to major fields is rather 
interesting, although not all of the 
students have decided, as yet, on 
their field of concentration. The 
greatest number, thirteen, is en- 
tering Home Economics with sci- 
ence and music coming next with 
eleven and eight, respectively. Lib- 
eral Arts and Pre-Medical each 
have seven enrollments, Pre-min- 
isterial 4, Pre-Engineering 4, Pre- 
Nursing 4, Social Sciences 3, Lan- 
guages 3, Teaching 3, English 2, 
Dietetics 2, Pre-Law 1, Business 
and Government 1, Pre-Dental 1. 


Always of interest to alumni, 
and especially to the administra- 
tion, is a questionnaire filled out by 
new students each year indicating 
why they chose to enter Juniata. 
In the last four years, the three 
leading reasons out of fifteen sug- 
gested categories have been the 
fact that Juniata is a small college, 
the scholastic reputation of the 
college is high, and the proximity 
of its location. The top five rank- 
ing reasons mentioned this year 
are the three mentioned above plus 
“the ideals of the college appealed 
to me” and “superiority in my 
chosen field.” 
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In another section of the ques- 
tionnaire in which they were asked 
how they heard of Juniata, thirty- 
eight out of ninety-seven men- 
tioned the name of some alumnus.

DICT, recently killed in ac- 
tion in Southern France and a 
prominent Waynesboro attorney, 
gave, by his will, $52,000 to Junia- 
ta College.

A Waynesboro neighbor of Mrs. 
Calvert N. Ellis and a close friend 
of President Ellis, he had identi- 
fied himseli always with the finest 
things in his community. Although 
he had never attended Juniata 
College, he was interested in its 
program and aims. He had a sin- 


cere belief in liberal education and * 


maintained that democracy can be 
saved only by youth having full 
educational opportunity, regard- 
less of financial capacity. To this 
end, Lt. Benedict had given finan- 
cial assistance to several young 
people in order that they might 
have a college education, includ- 
ing at least one Juniata College 
student. In his last letter to Presi- 
dent Ellis, written only ten days 


before his death, he expressed a 
desire to again aid some worthy 
student to take a liberal arts course 
at Juniata. 

This letter also expressed some- 
thing of his philosophical approach 
to life. “Between watches and look- 
ing after my men, I’ve read Plato’s 
Republic in Basic English. It is 
grand. The. soldiers have courage 
and justice. Plato is as timely as 
ever.” 

In his army career, Lt. Benedict 
did not fail to live up to his ideals. 
Rejecting a commission, he en- 
tered the service as a private and- 
worked his way up to a commis- 
sion. He was awarded the Purple 
Heart and the Bronze Star Medal. 
The testimony of his men bespeaks 
his capability as a leader and his 
generosity of spirit. In a letter to 
Mrs. Benedict, one of them wrote, 
“The lieutenant had a tremendous 
effect on the men in the battalion; 
His spirit was wonderful. I know 
he brought up my morale many 
times when things looked very 
black in general. Our library is 
directly due to his furnishing most 
all of the books, and I know my 
men really appreciate it to the 
fullest. He always thought of the 
men first—never himself.-He’d dig 
his own foxholes and did every- 
thing for himself. That is not true 
of most officers. We lost a great 
officer and the Army lost one of its 
best soldiers.” 

A graduate of Lehigh Universi- 
ty and Dickinson Law School, he 
was a member of the law firm, 
Keller and Benedict. He is sur- 
vived by his mother, Mrs. John G. 
Benedict, San Anselmo, Calif., his 
wife, Mrs. Mary W. Benedict and 
son, Thomas, Waynesboro, Pa., and 
a sister, Mrs. Helen Benedict Slade, 
also of San Anselmo, Calif. - 

Juniata is honored by this be- 
quest, not only because of its gen- 
erosity, but because of the recogni- 
tion by such a man as Lt. Benedict.

Almost rivaling military routine, 
calisthenics for women start at 
6:15 a.m. From then on, through- 
out the day, some phase of the 
athletic program, which includes 
almost the entire student body, is 
being carried on. The Homecomers 
witnessed a brand of touch foot- 
ball which was almost on a par 
with the old inter-class matches 
in regular football, indicating that 
intensive drill and training in 
touch football have produced re- 
sults. 


Although regular football is out 
of the picture, the intercollegiate 
basketball prospects for the 1944- 
45 season are good, both.as to 
schedule and material, according 
to Coach Jack E. Oller. Although 
only one letterman, Dick Ware- 
ham, returned to College this fall, 
at least two men with some varsi- 
ty experience are on hand.

Wee chars CROSBY, ‘40 


The first Juniatian to be lost in serv- 
ice was Lt. David Crosby, ’40AB, who 
was killed on Guadalcanal while lead- 
ing his men against a pocket of thirty- 
five machine guns and three thirty- 
seven millimeter artillery pieces, His 
body, when recovered by his men, was 
about three feet in front of a Jap 
thirty-seven millimeter gun which he 
had stormed alone. Two reports from 
mén who fought with him tell of the 
devotion of Lt. Crosby’s men to their 
leader. He was fearless in protecting 
his men, always being far in advance 
of them in the field. Crosby’s men were 
so strongly affected by his death that 
for months afterward they displayed 
a deep sense of loss. 

From Juniata he attended the Uni- 
versity of Southern California, where 
he received his degree in sociology. He 
taught at the Juniata summer school 
in 1941. While an udergraduate he was 
a member of the Sociology Seminar, 
the International Relations Club, and 
the Poetry Club. His wife, Adelaide

bet een BERGSTRESSER, ‘40 


Lt. Lloyd Bergstresser, "40AB, en- 
tered the Air Corps on June 20, 1941. 
After training at various schools on the 
West Coast, he received his “wings” 
on May 21, 1942, at Luke Field, Phoe- 
nix, Arizona, His death occurred July 
8, 1943, when he was one of two pilots 
who volunteered to search for a fifteen- 
year-old boy lost in the mountains 
near Fresno, California. It is believed 
that both planes crashed about one 
mile apart when they hit an air pocket 
in one of the valleys. The second man 
in both planes leaped, but both pilots 
died in the crash. Lloyd was an in- 
structor at the Army Flying School, 
Merced, California.

- 1943. He was on many combat mis- 
sions and was assistant operations of- 
ficer of his squadron in England at the 
time of his death. Shortly before his 
death, Chal had received the Air Medal 
and has been posthumously awarded 
the Silver Star. After graduation from 
Juniata, he studied printing at Car- 
negie Tech in 1939-40 and then became 
associated with his father as junior 
partner in the firm of J. G. Lesher and 
Son at Huntingdon. At Juniata, he was 
promiyént in football and track. 


A/C MAX MAUST, ‘44ex 

' Naval Air Cadet Max J. Maust, Se- 
wickley, Pa., attended Juniata for one 
semester during the year 1940-41. Al- 
though Max was at Juniata for only 
a short time, he distinguished himself 
in football and intra-mural sports as 
well as in his scholastic work. Max 
entered the service as a naval air cadet 
on September 6, 1942. After two months 
of civilian pilot training at Grove City 
College, he was sent to Mt. St. Mary’s 
College for further training. He went 
to the University of Iowa for Pre- 
Flight. His plane crashed on the last 
night flight of his flight training course 
at U.S. Naval Air Station, Ottumwa, 
Iowa. The cause of the crash is un- 
known but possibility of an attack of 
vertigo has been suggested by his com- 
manding officer. In a letter to his 
mother, his flight instructor said of 
Max, “He was the best student I’ve 
ever had and the other instructors 
graded him far above average.” 


Ui. MERLE BAIR, ‘44ex 
One of the most recent Juniata casu- 
alties was Lt. Merle Bair, ’44ex, Al- 
toona, Pa. Lt. Bair died on August 16, 
1944, of injuries received in an auto-

mobile accident on August 5. His par- 
ents had previously been advised that 
he was injured, having suffered frac- 
tures of both legs. In his last letter, he 
wrote of being on the Island of Corsica 
and talked of “going to town” for sup- 
plies. It is assumed that it was on this 


trip that he met his death. 


Merle was a junior at Juniata when 
he was called out with other Air Corps 
Reserves. He received his “wings” at 
Napier Field, Alabama. He was a pilot 
on a P-47 Thunderbolt and since being 
overseas he had participated in five 
missions over territory held by the 
enemy, blasting their positions, supply 
trains, gun emplacements, and am- 
munition dumps. Even yet on the cam- 
pus, his interest and leadership in 
music organizations, especially the 
choir and men’s varsity quartet, is re- 
membered. He is a brother of Dr. Rob- 
ert Bair, ’40, and he has a sister, Phyllis, 
a junior at Juniata now. 


LINSTRUCTOR ROY GOOD, ‘4lex 


The crash of two training planes in 
mid-air near Meadville, Pa., brought 
death to Instructor Roy Good, ’4lex, 
and to three others. He had enlisted 
in Civilian Pilot Training in July of 
1942 at Clarksburg, W. Va., and took 
cross-country instructor’s training at 
Randolph Field, Texas. He’ trained 
army pilots at the Seneca Flying Serv- 
ice, Syracuse, N. Y., before being trans- 
ferred to Meadville. The fatal accident 
occurred when his plane and another 
training ship collided at a height of 
about 1000 feet. Instructor Good, the 
other instructor, and one cadet were 
killed in the burning plane. The other 
cadet bailed out, but was killed when 
his chute failed to open.

He left San Francisco 
with the 405th Bombardment Squad- 
ron, 388th Bomb Group, and arrived 
in Australia on February 25. After six 
months here, he was sent to New Guin- 
ea where he was stationed until his 
illness.

The 
fortress on which Paul was a navigator 
had two engines disabled in a bombing 
mission over St. Nazaire, France. Lag- 
ging behind its formation on the re- 
turn to England, the plane was over- 
taken by Nazi fighters about twenty 
miles out to sea and was shot down. 
The crew landed on the English chan- 
nel and was presumed lost. 

Lt. Byer had been awarded the Air 
Medal and an Oak Leaf Cluster. He 


entered the service on February 17, 


1941, and received his Air Corps Navi- 
gation Training at different air bases 
in this country. He was at Geiger Field, 
Spokane, Washington, and Hamilton 
Field, California, from where he was 
sent to the Pacific War Theatre for a 
brief time. He returned to the United 
States and was again sent overseas, this 
time to England. While in college he 
was an active participant in a wide 
variety of extra-curricular affairs.

Captain Charles Robert Mostoller, 
°31BS, was listed missing in action and 
presumed lost over North Africa Jan- 
uary 9, 1943. His Juniata friends re- 
member him for his four years in 
football, the men’s glee club, the or- 
chestra, and the chemical colloquium. 
They remember him, too, for his keen 
interest in aviation, because immedi- 
ately upon graduation from college he 
joined the U.S. Army Air Corps. Three
